M other's Interlude 


Though Mother's Day does not arrive until 
Sunday, this might properly be called Mother s 
Week. She will be given more consideration, 
both shallow and deep, than is her lot at any 
other tim e in the year. 
In one way or another, millions of us will 
be thinking of som e suitable way to show our 
appreciation of our mothers on their big day. 
While this necessarily is a personal matter, 
there are som e collective facts about mothers 
which suggest that appreciation is called for. 
When Mother s Day becam e a national ob­ 
servance in 1913, about a third of all mothers 
were living quietly on farms, pitching hay and 
milking cows. Today, only' a sixth of them have 
this advantage. 
The other five - sixths are urbanized. They 
have such nagging responsibilities ss helping 
out with the fam ily income (more than a third 
of all women between 20 and 45 are in the 
country's working force today). Farm mothers, 
m eanwhile, have been helped out bv hay balers 
and milking m achines. 
They must know how to repair a hf»st of 
gadgets, keep track of political vexations, and 
separate their sm aller but more assertive broods 
of offspring from TV at bedtime. They must 
drive automobiles, know- their way around in 
superm arkets, and, chances are, serve on from 
one to five com m ittees. 
If it keeps on this w ay for another 39* years, 
mothers mull have started to become extinct, 
like the American bison which everybody took 
for granted until it was too late to redeem 
them. 


Royalties On French Fries 


Congress is burned up over taxation by which 
the French treasury' clips the United States 
for SI out of every $5 spent on American mili­ 
tary bases in France. 
The aggrieved American taxpayer now has 
a fresh grievance. 
The French have been putting a port fee of 
S2 on every enlisted man and W on every offi­ 
cer who lands in France—for the purpose of 
saving French skins And a disgruntled GI can­ 
not understand why they put a premium on 
officers! 
The port fees also include heavy tariffs on 
American tanks, trucks, guns and other equip­ 
ment shipped overseas—gratis— to keep the

ACROSS BOTH runs the disclo­ 
sure of Sam Rosenman that Frank­ 
lin D. Roosevelt and Wendell Will- 
1 kie were developing plans for a 
coalition party under their appar­ 
ent joint leadership. It could only 
I be apparent, not real, because as 
Roosevelt was actually in the White 
House, he would be the top man in 
such an arrangement and the Win­ 
kle Republicans would necessarily 
have been absorbed by the Roose- 
I velt New Dealers. It was a plan for 
obliteration of the Republican Par­ 
ty 
Again, it must be borne in mind 
that the original Eisenhower sup­ 
porters planned for him to be nom­ 
inated by both the Democratic and 
Republican parties. General Eisen­ 
hower is reported to have told Gen­ 
eral MacArthur in Tokyo that he 
expected to be nominated by both 
parties At that time, the principal 
manager of General Eisenhower's 
boom was George Allen. Democrat 
and associate of Harry Truman. 
The plan seem s to have been a 
continuation of the Roosevelt-Will- 
kie schem e for the capture of the 
Republican Party by the Democrats 
by infiltration and absorption. 
Further, in the development of 
this plan is the enervating slogan: 
“Taft is the best man, but he can­ 
not wiim"*As the Republicans have 
not won an election since 1932, 
this slogan, widespread and con­ 
tinuous in its use. has frightened 
many Republicans who would pre­ 
fer to win under any circum stan­ 
ces. The slogan has encouraged 
many Republicans to believe 
or 
hope that if they had a candidate 
for whom Democrats would vote. 
they could win at long last. Even if 
the Presidential candidate w e r e 
not quite a partisan, the Senate 


and House would becom e Republi­ 
can as the result of a landslide. 


THE DIRECTION of these move­ 
ments is toward a one-party sys­ 
tem such as Mussolini developed in 
Italy, Hitler in Germany, and such 
as now exists in each of the Soviet 
countries. There is nothing sacro­ 
sanct about the two-party system , 
except that it actually serves the 
people better than the multi-party 
arrangement, such as exists 
in 
France, where governments top­ 
ple to a self-perpetuating elite, 
tem which enslaves the whole peo­ 
ple to a self-aperpetuating elite. 
In this country, the two-party 
system has been developed to a 
greater efficiency than anywhere 
else, for the opposition party not 
only is capable of forcing the m a­ 
jority party to disclose its purpos­ 
es and activities to the people, but 
by minority representation on the 
com m ittees of both houses of Con­ 
gress, the minority party is never 
without responsibility. 
Yhe reduction of the two-party 
system to a farce, as it must be 
when the members of one party 
vote in the primaries of the other 
party, could, in time, alter the po­ 
litical procedures of the country 
by making, let us say. Republican 
candidates for a nomination de­ 
pendent upon Democrats. It is like 
Boss Hague of New Jersey select­ 
ing. in the good old days, both the 
Democratic and Republican can­ 
didates for governor—so that no 
matter who won, Hague managed. 
When it is coarsely stated in 
terms of a Hague overlordship, it 
is reprehensible to most Ameri­ 
cans. But when the process is re­ 
fined into Democrats voting in the 
Republican primaries, it does not * 
appear to be so offensive. Actually ' 
it is worse, for it involves a sub- > 
version of the concept of the pri­ 
mary. 


THE 
TREND 
among 
bankers 
and businessmen to support a one- 
party system is characteristic of 
their revolt against the profession- j 
a1 politician, who is no longer de­ 
pendent upon them for funds. 
Democratic politicians get their 
money from labor unions and lib­ 
erals; Republicans find cam paign 
funds more readily in the Middle 
West and in Texas than in Wall 
Street and Pittsburgh. The bank­ 
ers and businessmen therefore seek 
a coalition of influence, which can 
be a one-party system set up by 
them. 
Their error is that Fascism is 
as abhorrent to the American peo­ 
ple as Communism.

In an address to the National Civil Service 
lea g u e and the Society for Personnel Adminis­ 
tration late last week. Harry Truman hit an 
aD-time low of distortion. 
His opponents, he charged, were filling the 
air with “dow'nright lies" about corruption in 
his 
administration. 
He 
then 
suggested 
that 
people who talk about thievery, sale of favors 
and such men as Alger Hiss are undermining 
the Bill of Rights. 
Since that strikes millions of Americans in a 
tender spot. Truman's warped indictment un­ 
doubtedly will be answered with strong convic­ 
tions. 
Two points of rebuttal are especially strong. 
It was not a case of mistaken identity when 
W hittaker Chambers turned up Alger Hiss with 
red on his hands. Had it not been for the astute 
handling of the whole Communist scandal, half- 
« dozen others like Hiss would have been turned 
up. 
There was neither mistaken identity nor false­ 
hood in the scandals w’hich broke over the Bu­ 
reau of Internal Revenue and the Reconstruc­ 
tion Finance Corp. Nor was there any mistaken 
identity when Truman, him self, finally b e c a m e 
so disturbed he asked New bold Morris, to rome 
te Washington to investigate the mess and start 
a cleanup. 


The latest note to me from Gen­ 
eral Eisenhower’s supreme head- 
j quarters—in reply to a renewed 
request for Ike’s position on labor, 
now that the nation is in an in­ 
d u strial upheaval—said: 
"Again it is my unhappy duty 
to disappoint you." So wrote the 
Allied com m ander’s aide, Gen. C. 
T Lanham, who reasonably enough 
pointed out that there were 750 
newspapermen sitting around Par­ 
is. and therefore there could not 
he any exclusive statem ent from 
Eisenhower. 
But other sources suggested that 
in 
Boston, where the men wrho 
first 
boomed 
Gen. 
Eisenhower 
make their headquarters. I would 
find the general’s most recent la­ 
bor views on record. 


HOWEVER, before we got into 
any discussion of what Ike Ukes. 
his ardent compaigners in Boston 
refused to concede the national 
"labor vote" to any other potential 
candidate on any ticket—including 
Truman, now in almost official al­ 
liance with most of the country’s 
labor chiefs. 
There's 
resentment, 
too. 
qver 
what they charge are stunts by the 
CIO and Democratic strategists to 
provoke labor attacks on Eisen­ 
hower. They referred to the cable 
dispatched to the general by the 
swashbuckling Michael Quill, CIO 
vice president, when his Transport 
Workers 
I’nion 
struck 
Columbia 
University. Quill cabled Eisenhow­ 
er. who is the university president 
on leave, asking him to yield to 
the union This left the public im­ 
pression that the NATO com mand­ 
er was responsible for Columbia's 
refusal to sign. 
The Eisenhower forces reported 
they 
also had learned that the 
Democrats were pressuring other 
CIO leaders to attack the general 
as th ey were Sen. Taft. 


AS FOR IKF.’S stand on labor. 
It was revealed that in his recent 
first annual report on NATO, he 
said: 
“Labor must share in responsi­ 
b ly * as equally as it must share 
in 
productivity. 
We 
can 
thrive 
mightily in an era of good feeling. 
It can be brought into being bv 
vibrant, selfless leadership at all 
levels.** 
Under the free way of life, “la­ 
bor is a full-fledged partner", the 
General added 
“There are elem ents striving to 
hold back the hands of the clock. 
and 
apparently 
placing 
profits 
above patriotism." he asserts else­ 
where m his report. 
“ At the sam e time. there are 
workers in our member countries 
still suffering the delusion that their 
interests are being served by as­ 
sociation with Communist-led la­ 
bor groups. 
. . it is nightmarish that am* 
free worker of the West could re­ 
spond 
voluntarily 
to 
the 
same 


Kremlin voices that have dictated 
the elimination of free labor unions 
in Russia and satellite countries." ^ 


ASKED WHAT quote they had \ 
which might fit the current steel 
crisis, the general’s Boston gener­ 
als pointed to the conclusion of a 
speech Eisenhower delivered in St. 
Louis on Sept. 5, 1949 in which he 
stated: 
“Above all. we need more ec­ 
onomic understanding and work­ 
ing arrangements that will bind la­ 
bor and management in every pro- j 
ductive enterprise, into a far tight­ 
er voluntary' co-operative unit than 
we now* have. 
“The purpose of this unity will 
be—without subordination of one 
group to the other—the increased 
productivity that alone can better 
the position of labor, of m anage­ 
ment. of all America 
“No arbitrary' or imposed device 
will work. Bureaucratic plans, en­ 
forced on both parties by govern­ 
ment. pave the road to despotism. 
Laws that needlessly impose stifling 
controls and inflexible rules be­ 
yond the codes necessary to fair 
play may be necessary in a die­ 
ts torship. but in a democracy, they 
are futile at the best and the cause 
of rebellion at the worst." 


EISENHOWER MEN expect la­ 
bor to split if he's nominated. Only 
the CIO will be actively against 
him, they say. The AFL will sit 
it out. They add that the attacks 
come with ill grace from the CIO, 
since it was the general whh called 
some of its leaders to Germany im ­ 
m ediately after the occupation, and 
sought their advice on labor strate­ 
gy there. 
As for the general's own stand 
on specific labor issues, that will 
be worked out by his representa­ 
tives on the GOF platform com ­ 
mittee in Chicago. It is this com ­ 
mittee 
which 
will 
receive 
from 
Clarence Buddington Kelland the 
demands which will be made on 
the Republican Party by the CIO 
through Jam es Carey, national sec­ 
retary. and by the AFL through 
it* president. William Green. 
These labor leaders will be polled 
shortly 
after 
Kelland 
opens 
his 
headquarters in the Jefferson Ho- j 
tel in Washington, and dispatches 
requests for all views on w h a t 
should go into the COP platform. 
Then all sides will speak, including 
the general's. 
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The doctrine of M achiavelli—tl^it 
the end justifies the means, even 
.if the means are improper—has 
been embraced by the men 
in 
temporary control of the U n i t e d 
States government. That’s 
what 
the real trouble is in Washington 
today. 
Like a cancer, it eats into the 
morals and the law. It governs 
the executive. It som etim es pene­ 
trates the judiciary. It accounts 
for the supineness of Congress. 
How can an exam ple of respect 
for law and the Constitution be set 
for all citizens when a gigantic 
labor union deliberately orders its 
men off the job as a means of 
coercing both the courts of the 
United States and the executive? 
Why should there be astonishment 
at mink-coat bribery and tax-fix­ 
ing when the party in power yields 
to the threat of pressure groups 
and. because of their alleged pow­ 
er at the polls, gives them special 
privileges? Small w’onder now' that 
the nation is faced with a crisis 
in oil, as well as in the steel in­ 
dustry. 


JUDGE PINE pronounced last 
week the law’ of the land—that the 
executive could not, wihout sanc­ 
tion* of Congress, seize the steel 
mills. No formal writ ordering the 
return of the steel properties to 
their owners had been issued by 
the court when the CIO union nev­ 
ertheless ordered its men to strike. 
The plants were still in govern­ 
ment hands. 
Despite the protestations 
f o r 
weeks by President Truman—con­ 
curred in piously by labor union 
leaders—that steel was vital to pro­ 
duction for national defense, t h e 
mills were closed down and hun­ 
dreds of thousands of steel produc­ 
tion lost to the defense effort. Then 
the president had to plead publicly 
and beg the head of the CIO to 
order the men back to work. 
But worse than this, five judges 
of the Circuit Court of Appeals 
succumbed to the sam e psycholo­ 
gy—that the union must be cajoled 
into returning to work, and that 
the great judicial power of the 
United States could not be invoked 
to preserve the status quo — to 
keep the mills operating and the 
government from imposing wage 
increases while the orderly pro­ 
cess of appeal to the Supreme 
Court was being followed. 
The blunder of the five Justices

of the Circuit Court of Appeals will 
rank in the history of American 
jurisprudence as a terrible exam ­ 
ple of an abject surrender to ex­ 
pediency—that the end justifies the 
means. 


FOUR JUSTICES of the Circuit 
Court of Appeals were ready to 
grant an order to maintain the sta­ 
tus quo during the critical situa­ 
tion—a legal principle well estab­ 
lished in law and custom. But they 
were outvoted. It makes a tragic 
record. 
Even as the solicitor general was 
telling the Circuit Court of Appeals 
frankly that the government could 
not promise to maintain the status 
quo, the circuit court's majority, in 
effect, surrendered to the exigen­ 
cies and to the cry that this was 
the only way to get steel produc­ 
tion resumed, merely by placating 
the CIO union. 
Then the President stepped in to 
reward the CIO for its aggression 
by promising in behalf of the gov­ 
ernment an immediate wage in­ 
crease. Thereupon, the Supreme 
Court told the President he could 
not do this. By unanimous vote, 
the Supreme Court reversed the 
Circuit Order of Appeals and or­ 
dered the status quo to be main­ 
tained—that is, no wage increase 
and no return of the mills while 
the Supreme Court calm ly reviews 
the basic questions of law. This 
is in keeping with judicial tradi­ 
tion.

The Supreme Court thus warns 
that it will not be coerced by any 
party to the dispute, or by the 
executive, into deciding a case un­ 
der duress.
